CHINESE URBANITY. 


CIRCUMLOCUTION THEY DISPLAY IN 


LETTER WRITING. 


Hie Educated Chiimmaii Can Give th« 


American PoJiits on FollteiieAS and Ite- 
flnements in the Conduct of Epistolary 
Correspondence. 
It has probably fallen to the lot of 


most of us to have met people who, 
without the excuse of an unconscious 
mbit, have the knack of asserting un- 
pleasant truths, and who value the uu- 
;racious practice as a eig^i of honesty, 
Thero are others, such as the Quakers of 
jygone days, who regard every expres- 
sion which may uot be in Btrict accord- 
mco ^th absolute truth as a sin against 
;heir consciences. To such people the 
tlea of subscribing themselves "Yours 
irnly," or of beginning a letter to a 
:asual acquaintance, "Dear So and So," 
s abhorrent. But public opinion has 
jeea too strong for them, and >ve con- 
tinue, and shall continue so long as so- 
ciety holds together, to address one an- 
other in.termaof endearment and respect 
which are not required to correspond, 
tvith our sentiments. 


Orientals have surpassed, us in this re- 


gard as much as tho brilliant sunshine 
:o which they are accustomed excels the 
nurky atmosphere of Europe. The de- 
^criptions ot ourselves and of our corre- 
spondents pale before the glowing ex- 
H'cssions of objective atbniration and 
subjective sell! abasement which adorn 
eastern epistles. We are content to con- 
fine onr wishes and compliments to the 
iiosent life; but such a limit is far too 
narrow for un Asiatic, who delights in 
wishing that his friends may live for- 
ever and over, ami that the ancestors of 
is enemies may be condemned to ever- 
asting disgrace. 


We are satisfied to speak oC "I" aud 


'You," but ail oriental loves to heap ad- 
jectives of contempt upon himself and 
of glorification upon his correspondents, 


ELEVATING AXE DEUUANINQ SOCLES, 
In all cases he avoids the use of the 


)ersonal pronouns. By a system of cir- 
cumlnjutiou necessitated by this omis- 
sion, lie describes himself aa "Your 
younger brother," the character repre- 
senting his expression being written 
small, and partly at the side of the col- 
umns of words, imd ho designates him- 
self and others conjointly as "We ants." I 


ufc the person ho is addressing figures 


as "Your excellency," "My benevolent 
elder brother," or "Your honor," liter- 
Uly, "You whoure nt the steps of the 
, 


council chamber," His own house ia "a 
mean dwelling," or, as the parts of the 
character signify, '' n stricken and broken 
Iwelling;" but lie ib unable to thinlc of 
lis correspondent's habitation as any- 
thing but "au honorable,'* literally 
'basket-of-pearls palace." Jn tho same 
ipirit of self! abasement ho feels obliged 
,o wind up liia epistle with the phrase, 
'Your stupid younger brother, So-and- 
So, bows liis head to the ground." Tlie 
character lov "stupid" is drawn for us 
>y two hieroglyphics, meaning "mon- 
tey hearted," To bow to las friends is 
also pictorially expressed by a colloca- 
ionof "a head" and "turf," suggesting 
ho act of bowing tho head to the earth. 
If his correspondent proposes to call 


:pon him he hastens to assure him that 
•at tlio appointed hour, with bowing , 
lands, ho will await the timo when liis 
excellency shall abase himself by driving 
lis chanot to his office," . His friendfn 
otter is "the revelation of his hand," 
ind ho takes pains to make him aware 
ihofc holding it "with washed hands he 
jad chanted" its contents. 


On expressions of thanks particular 


emphasis ia laid by the Chinese, and 
with true Oriental instinct, in their effort 
after hyperbole, they are accustomed to 
give a physical interpretation to their 
.nental feelings. 


POWERFUL HYPERBOLE. 


For instance, a correspondent who 


wishes to say that he is profoundly grate- 
ful, writes, " Your kindness is very deeply 
engraved and enreined in my heart," Jf 
.0 hears of the illness of a friend "ho 
cannot help being hungup in suspense," 
ind the symbol he uses shows to the eyes 
:ho heart oE tho writer tied up, while at 
the same time he urges him "to take care 
of his person as a pearl." And ou tho 
receipt, of better news lie breaks out, 


Plow shall I bear the joy and pleasure!" 
Having finished expressing the object of 
:iis letter, ho winds up by ' 'availing him- 
self of the opportunity to wish his corre- 
spondent all the blessings of the season, 
nnd," 
if he is on the road to honor, "all 


tha promotion ho deserves." 


But, 
if not ferocious, a sufficient lati- 


tude still remains to a Chinaman for the 
development of much plain speaking. It 
is as possible to "slit the thin spun life" 
with a btiletto as with a broads word, and 
in the most finished periods a Chinaman 
finds himself quite able to express either 
withering contempt or remorseless hate. 
But ho has other ways also of giving 
vent to his ill humors. The very punc- 
tilious rules of letter writing enable him 
to convey his dislike by omission as well 
as by commission. 


Chinese is, it may bo explained, writ- 


ten in vertical columns, beginning on 
the top right hand corner of the page, 
In ordinary circumstances each column 
is completed to the bottom of the page; 
but long usage has established the cus- 
tom that, if tho name or attributes of the 
person addressed occurs, the column is 
cut short, and the characters representing 
these subjects of honor begin the next 
column ftt an elevation of the space of 
one or two characters, as the case may 
be, above the general level of the text. 
It will now be seen what a ready weapon 
lies to the hand of a Chinese letter writer. 
To write "Your Excellency'' or the namw 
D£ the correspondent's country or sover- 
eign in the body of the column is to in- 
flict a dire insult upon him, andis equiva- 
lent to the expression of the bitierest 
contempt in European epistolary style.— 
London Saturday Review.

Points of Value ip Connection with 


the New Election Law. 


The new Australian election law 


attracting a good deal ot attention 
throughout Illinois. Chicago and Cook 
county tried it lost fall, but it is practic 
ally untried in the country districts. The 
interest feit in it is, therefore, qaite gen- 
eral. 


Secretary Partridge of the Republican 


state central committee has prepared the 
following, which he is sending out for 
tbe information 
of voters generally 


throughout the state, with particular 
reference to the new law's operation. It 
should be carefully read by every voter 
and every town and county official: 


Under the new election law tbe town, clerk 


becomes a very important persoaage. 


He is custodian ol tbe ballot box and must see 


that a new one is got If the old one is not pretty 
large, for the tickets will be much larger than 
Iu former years. 


Ha must be In Ills office nn Monday, March 21, 


to receive tho certificates ot nomination, and 
the petitions o( voters It nominations are made 
by petition. 


He lUusEaxainiue and pass upon the legality 


ol certmc&tes. count the names on petitions 
and see tbat they are In proper form. 


Efe must see to the posting of notices of elec- 


tions and cards or Instructions before certain 
specified dates. 


He must atteui^ to the preparing of copy for 


tbe tickets, nave them printed on front and 
back, counted, and sealed; know Just bow many 
are wanted in eacli election district, and how 
many he must keep ID reserve; see that the 
judges of election Iu each district are supplied 
with tickets not later tll»n 0 p. m, the day beloro 
tbe election, and with cards and colored tickets 
to post in aad about tbe election rooms and in 
the booths on the mornine of the election. 


He must provide pens. Ink, pencils, blotters, 


btc., for the several booths anu tor the clurlis 
and Judges. 


He must receive, count, ana receipt for the 


ballots not used during tlio 
day. 


He mast read the reports ot ollicers at the 


fcrmal meeting at 2 o'clock, and keep a record 
of the proceedings held, 


To do all tills, and to do it correctly, will re- 


quire considerable study ol the new law, not 
forgetting tbat tlie general law still dellnes 
auiny of his duties. On his care and atteutloa 
will largely depend tlio correctness and legality 
of the vote to be cast ou Tuesday, April 5, I89tf, 
when in most townships In the state the new 
election law will have Its ilrst fair trial.

Ultimatum Cheerfully Conceded 


with Added Expressions of 


Warmest Friendship. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Representa- 


tive Blount, chairman of. the house 
committee on foreign affairs, had an 
interview \vitli Secretary Elaine, at 
which tho full text of the reply of 
Chill In tho ultimatum of the United 
States nt 
tho 21st inst., was read. 


Upon Mr. Blount's return to the capi- 
tol bo. spoke of the interview in a man- 
ner that indicated that he was of the 
opinion that the controversy with Chili 
would be bcttlcd without recourse to 


This expression, in its repetition from 


montli to mouth, grew into a definite 
statement that Secretary Elaine had 
received a second message from Chili 
through Scnor Hontt, apologizing in a 
manner that was perfectly satisfactory 
to the United States, that there would 
be no trouble. 


No second dispatch has been recewed 


from Chili; the reply which was re- 
ceived Tuesday is the only communica- 
tion from Santiago ou the subject. 
The report that the second message 
camo through the Chilian legation here, 
probably arose from the fact that Seuor 
Montt liar! been advised by his govern- 
ment that a reply to the demands of 
the United States and been sent to 
Washington and giving its terms. 


The situation, remains practically as 


it was set forth in these dispatches 
yesterday morniug. The reply of Chili to 
the demands contained in the letter of 
the aist, ii under consideration by the 
president and secretary of state. That 
this is so, is talcen u.s an indication that 
the terms oE the answer are not wholly 
satisfactory. 
A note to Minister Egan 


will doubtless bo sent shortly, possibly 
to-day, or the president may hold it 
until he can submit it to the cabinet at 
its meeting Friday. 


In the meantime the president may 


conclude to send Chili's reply to Con- 
| gress; but of this no official confirma- 
tion can be had. 


As stated, the text of Chili's answer

ministers referred to it appears that 
the Chilian minister at Washington 
sent a cable dispatch to his government 
on Friday last in which Ii2 stated that 
the settlement of the matter was pro- 
ceeding in a satisfactory manner.

The citizens, who have lived 
in dread of him for several months,
